The  Cincinnati  Commercial  has  an  account 
of  tho  balloon  wedding  over  that  city  on 
Monday,  in  which  Mr.  Charles  M.  Colton 
and  Miss  Mary  E.  Walsh,  two  a tthches  of 
Baniuni’a  Hippodrome,  were  chiefly  inter¬ 
ested.  The  Commercial  says : 

The  balloon  was  held  down  by  tho  weight 
of  several  of  Donaldson’s  assistants  and  by 
a  single  rope.  Beautiful  iKmquets  were  fas¬ 
tened  to  the  netting  just  above  tho  can.  The 
l>asket  was  covered  with  green  and  white 
cloth,  festooned  with,trioolors,  and  spangled 
with  rosettes.  -It  was  carpeted  inside,  and 
the  seats  and  lower  ropes  were  covered  with 
white  muslin.  Four  flags  on  staffs  protrud¬ 
ed  from  the  basket,  the  American  ensigns 
keeping  company,  with  green  flags  embroid¬ 
ered  in  yellow  with  Irish  harps,  tho  bride 
wishing  to  honor  the  island  of  her  ancestors. 
Soon  after  four  p.  m.  the  bridal  procession 
came  forth  from  tho  pavilion,  keeping  a 
measurod  step  to  Mendelssohn's  Wedding 
March.  n  10  lwuid  entered  ttye,  $bncr  ring 
first,  and  deployed  north  of  tho  balloon. 
The  bride  and  groom  headed  tho  procession. 
The  bride,  attiml  in  a  rich  jiearl -colored 
costume,  looked  pretty,  smiling,  and  entire¬ 
ly  composed.  Tim  bridegroom  looked  seri¬ 
ous,  a  little  pale,  possibly,  but  resolute. 
The  groomsman,  Mr.  W.  E.  Coup,  Mr. 
Barnum’s  rigbt-hand  man,  and  Miss  Auuie 
Yates,  bridesmaid,  came  next.  Miss  Yates 
was  charmingly  dressed,  and  her  delicate 
'  style  of  beauty  would  hardly  indicate  that 
;  she  is  a  very  daring  equestrienne.  Those 
four  ascended  I  he  miniature  stairway  lead- 
j  ing  inti*  the  basket,  aud  took  their  seats. 
Then  the  Rev.  H.  B.  Jeffries,  an  agreeable 
young  clergyman,  possessing  the  coolest 
quality  of  courage,  stepped  in  with  a  smil¬ 
ing  countenance.  Donaldson,  in  his  best 
Sunday  clothes,  was  up  on  the  woven  wire 
“lookout”  above  ’the  bridal  quartet.  He 
sung  out  to  pr^8s  agent  Thomas  that  he  to<^ 
must  get  ubroad.  Mr.  Thomas  may  uot 
have  expected  this,  but  he  was  in  his  holi¬ 
day  attire,  with  a  bouquet  in  his  button¬ 
hole.  As  he  made  his  way  into  tho  basket 
Mr.  Barnaul  stepped  up  to  shako  hands 
with  tl»e  passengers.  The  brisk  and  clear¬ 
eyed  Donaldson  emptied  a  sand-bog  or  two, 
shouted  to  his  assistants  to  let  go  the  last 
rope,  aud  the  balloon,  with  a  very  gentle 
motion,  was  wafted  away  amid  the  shorfts 
of  tens  of  thousands  and  enthusiastic  wav¬ 
ing  of  hats  and  handkerchiefs,  which  was 
cordially  returned  from  the  bridal  car.  The 
useensiou  was  iu  a  line  much  nearer  the 
perpendicular  than  usual.

Quick  Telkorathino. — Several  instances 
of  quick  telegraphing  have  been  brought 
nndor  our  notice  of  late,  but  the  following 
shows  the  perfection  to  which  the  cable 
telegraphing  service  Iias  been  brought.  A 
message  was  sent  from  New  York  to  London, 
and  in  thirty  minutes,  actual  time,  the  an¬ 
swer  was  received  in  New  York.  Another 
dispatch  was  sent  to  London,  to  which  a  re¬ 
ply  was  received  in  thirty-five  minntes, 
actual  time.  In  neither  of  these  instances 
was  any  s|H*cial  effort  made  to  hurry  the 
answers,  but  the  party  addressed  sent  the 
reply  to  the  London  office  by  the  messenger 
delivering  the  briginal  message.  Im  order 
to  fully  appreciate  this  wonderful  achieve¬ 
ment.  we,  must  consider  that  the  distance 
from  New  York  to f  he  cable  station  at  Heart’s 
Content,  N.F.,  w  about  1,300  miles,  that  of 
Cape  Lookout  2,000  miles,  and  of  the  ’and 
lines  and  cable  from  Valentia  to  London 
about  300  more.  Each  mea-wgo  therefore, 
was  transmitted  about  3,000  miles,  and 
pussed  through  the  hands  of  eighteen  per¬ 
sons,  all  told  ;  consequently  the  message  ami 
reply,  in  each  case,  passed  through  the 
hands  of  thirty-six  persons  and  traveled  over 
7,000  miles  iu  thirty  to  thirty-five  minutes.

our  handkerchiefs  into  our  mouths,  held 
our  noses,  and  stepped  up  on  to  the  narrow 
path  that  is  trodden  on  tho  very  rim  of  th 
cone.  Uu  one  side  was  a  yawn 
fttfoit'xrttti  vrtpflrs  that  I  SiwHoifit 
other  was  tho  precipitous  slope  of  the  moun¬ 
tain,  down  which  it  was  easy  to  cast  one’s 
self  and  slide  for  two  or  three  hundred  feet 
without  much  effort.  In  a  few  moments  we 
had  passed  the  fiery  or  smoky  ordeal,  and, 
coming  around  tho  windward  side  of  tlm 
eoue,  we  breathed  once  more  the  delicious 
air  of  the  morning.  We  could  now  approach 
tho  crater  with  ease  and  look  far  down  into 
its  hideous — nay,  its  beautiful  depths.  It 
is  very  beautiful.  The  inner  walls  are  thick¬ 
ly  coated  with  sulphur,  and  a  Pompeiian 
fresco  is  not  more  brilliant  or  harmonious 
than  the  rich  aud  splendid  greens  and  reds 
and  yellows  that  there  combine  to  decorate 
this  temple  of  the  furies.  Sudden  puffs  of 
wind  sometimes  wafted  the  great  clouds  that* 
were  continually  ascending  from  tho  pit  high 
over  our  heads,  aud  the  sun  charging  the 
sulphurous  steams  with  light,  a  ghastly 
gloom  was  thrown  fora  moment  over  every¬ 
thing.  We  heard  the  commotion  of  the  ele¬ 
ments  beneath  us;  it  was  as  though  the  pit 
were  half  tilled  with  fat,  frying  and  sizzling; 
the  air  was  heavily  charged  with  sulphurous

Dystktsia. — Dr.  Brown-Sequard’s  meth¬ 
od  of  treating  dyspepsia,  which  he  has  found 
successful  iu  the  majority  of  oases  during 
ten  years’  practice,  is  on  the  principle  of 
eating  little  but  often.  Take  from  ono  to 
four  mouthfuls  at  once,  but  eat  again  in  ten, 

twenty,  or  thirty  minutes.  Use  nourishing 
food  and  drink,  as  roosted  or  boiled  meats, 
and  especially  beef,  mutton,  eggs,  well-bak¬ 
ed  Wead,  and  milk,  with  butter  and  cheese, 
an£  a  very  moderate  quantity  of  vegetables 
afid  fruit.  Beef  tea  or  milk  is  recommend¬ 
ed  instead  of  water,  and  the  quantity  of 
solid  food  for  one  day  should  not  exceed 
forty  ounces.  This  plan  need  be  pursued 
but  two  or  three  weeks,  whon  return  may 
be  had  to  the  ordinary  rule  of  three  meals  a 
day.  By  this  method  the  stomach  is  geutly 
and  steadily  occupied  but  not  overloaded. 


Up  u*  the  Moon. — Tho  interesting  sug¬ 
gestion  has  been  mode  by  a  writer  in  Nature 
that  the  whito  telescopic  appearance  in 
many  parts  of  the  moon’s  surface,  strik¬ 
ingly  resembling  snow,  may,  in  fact,  be  a 
coa  ting  of  salt  on  extinct  volcanoes  of  that 
satellite.  The  dazzling,  snow-white  effect, 
so  familiar  in  the  appearance  of  tlfb  lunar 
mountains,  is  commented  upon,  and  it  is 
thought  that  a  clew  to  this  well-know  u  but 
hitherto  unexplainable  phenomenon,  is  fur¬ 
nished  by  some  of  the  more  receut  eruptions 
of  Mount  Vesuvius.  Iu  thiaiustaut  a  crust 
of  crystals  of  salt,  very  definite,  was  formed 
over  the  entire  surface  of  the  lava  on  cool¬ 
ing,  the  effect  of  which,  iu  the  kuu,  being 
quite  similar  to  the  whiteness  of  some  por¬ 
tions  of  tho  moon  viewed  by  the  telescope.
